Sir Roger's family said yester- 
day that they were “shattered 
and hurt ” by the reports. His 
son Adrian, a lecturer at Keble 
College, Oxford, said: “My 
reaction has been one of com- 
plete shock and surprise, Every- 
thing that I knew about my 
father comes out against theşe 
allegations. : 

“İt seems to me very sUrpris- 
iag if a person could bave 
worked for the Russians for 
such a long period without 
giving. something away. There is 
nothing much 1 can do, but I 
hope something will be said to 
clear up the matter and to clear 
my father’s name. He was very 
‘devnted tn his country.” 

Mr Hollis was warned last 
week by a former colleague of

and Communist operations in 
Britain and the Colohies ; while 
Philby, in London, was involved

As Philby recalled later :“ We

It .was the circumstances 
surrounding the defectien of 
Kim Philly from Beirut in 
1963 which were finally [o 
force „a reluctant Intelligence 
Estadliskment to prabe in 
depth the whole question of 
Russian penetration. . 
“Though the Security ‘Services 
were convinced. that Kim 
Philby was - a Russian mole 
there was no hard evidence 
against him. He had been 
interrogated by a ju 
inquiry and ' had ‘successfully 
stnnewalled the legendary Jim 
Skardon, the MIS interrogator 
who had broken Klauy Fuchs, 
the atom spy, ıin the 1940s. But 
he confessed to nothing. 2 

Ir was, I can report, a 
Jewish woman, normally resi- 
dent in’ London, who provided 
tie evidence which was to nail 
him. She was attending a cock- 
tail party in Israel and was 
heard to say that she was 
extremely angry at the way 
Philby was slanting his articles 
in Tle .Observer against the 
Israelis aod In iavour of tae 
Arabs.

sionals to hold his own against 
the competition of “outside 
talent ”. . 

. Roger Henry. Hollis, the son 
of a Bishop of Taunton, edu- 
cared at Clifton College and at 
Worcester College, Oxford, did 
more than that. He rose to 
become acting head of Section 
F, responsible for overseeing 
Soviet ard other communist 
operations in this coumrtry and 
the colonies, before becoming 
deputy head of MIS in 1953. 
Three years later he was the 
DG, the Director General. 

„It was a black period for 
British intelligence. Any rerro- 
spective of British security dur. 
trig and after the “cold war ” 
details a range of breath-stop- 
ping calamities which had and 
were to hare far-reaching 
tepercussions for the service 
irself and on gorernment. The 
names of the Lonsdales, the 
Krogers, Philby, Maclean and 
Burgess, Vassall and eventually 
Profumo ` littered newspaper 
headlines.

Arid no one knew that he 
had known a notorious Soriet 
agent, the * particularly 
bratal ” recruiter for the KGB. 
This was -h2w the CIA described 
him when, at the behest of the 
British, it also began . investi- 
garin2 Hollis’s background He 
was known for the ruthlessness 
with which he used bribery, 
women and blackmail to secure 
agents. Hollis. it was shoun, 
was susceptible to sexual in- 
dulgence and developed u nt- 
able reputation zs a ladys man. 

What was significant, too, 
was the persistent with which 
Hullis had got into MIS. He 
had beea rejected once by an 
MIS board. and also by the 
Secrer Service. But this did not 
put him off.

With a quickening sense of 
foreboding. the investizators 
narrowed the short list of pos- 
sible “moles” down tn five, 
including one woman. Each was 
fed “barium mcals ", specially 
doctored documents or verbal 
information which micht en- 
able the investigators to ascer- 
tain where tbe leakages came 
Tom. 

The suspects were quickly 
narrowed down to three and 
then to two. One, a very seniûr 
officer in AIS, was given the 
code-name “ Peters”. The other, 
astonishingly and frighteningly, 
was the head of the service 
himself, Sir Roger Hollis. 

* Peters” himself was put 
through the most remarkahle 
series of tests. His telephones 
at work were bugged, even the 
mirror in his office was re- 
moved and replaced by a two- 
way mirror behind which. a 
television camera recorded 
every move. Despite it all, 
“ Peters” was in the clear, leay- 
ing the last of, the five, Sir 
Roger Hollis himself, as the 
chief suspect. The unimaginable 
now seemed possible. The bead 
of the Security Service could 
have been a.Russian agent.

Tiey were, in those yeara, Un- 
questionably the <trongëst rugby 
county in the Souuı. j>. Durbanı 
wêre in the north ; bur from 1912 
te 1956 they did not reach a fina) 
and only three times did they 
reach a semi-final. This was odd, 
for they kept producing many fine 
players. There wrre usually once 
or two Devonians in the England 
slide, someümes thre or even 
four, but Gloucestershire fre- 
quently stood in their way in the 
south-western division. 

When the count; side revived 
in rhe latter part uf the 1950s, it 
was sald, sometimes, that it was 
“all due to the Welshmen at 
Luke'’s ’". This wos only part of 
the truth.. St Luke's College, 
Exeter, a tcachers’ training çol- 
lege, was one of the oldest rugby 
ciubs İn Devon, thuugh only 
gradually after the Second World 
War did it become a major forte 
in rhe game. 


This happened because of the 
Bolicy of a wise principal, J. L. 
meall, who foresaw the increav-

was rugby that brought their chicf 
sporting fame.

The Canadian Gorernmêént 
has been severely critical of 
the Kershaw committee's 
methodology, its lack of expert- 
iss and irs reasoning. It 
accuses the committee of mis- 
understanding both Canada’s 
internal constitution and 
Canadian-British relations, and 
alleges that most of the evi- 


dence on which it based irs 
conclusions was one-sidedly 
pravincialist, and that, tke 
guidance given to the com- 
mittee by British academics 
was neither impartial nor 
expert. 


It takes particular issue with 
Kershaw on a number of con- 
stiturional points, Kershaw laid 


. considerable stress or a Carad- 


ian White Paper of 1965, which 
Jjaid down as a general principle 


that “the Canadian Parliament. 


will not request anı amendment 
directly affecting federal-pro- 
vincial relationships withour 
prior çonsulration aod agree- 
ment with the provinces”. It 
then continued: “ This principle 
did not emerge as early as 
athers but since 1907, and par- 
ticularly since 1930, has gaired 
increasing recogriüon and 
acceptance, The nature and 
degree of provincial participa- 
tion in. the amending process, 
however, have nor lent them- 
selves to easy definition.” The 
Canadian government sees those 
Jast two sentehces as proving 
exactly the opposite conclusion 
to that drawn by Kershaw, and 
as showing that there is no 


constitutional requirement for 


consultation and agreement, 


amendment which would affect 
rhe fundamental terms of the 
(Canadian) union without ıhe 
consent of all the provinces ”. 

Poiating our that under the 
Cauadian federal structure, 
sovereignty was vested in the 
federal government, as well as, 
over their own affairs, in the 
provinces, he went on: “. 
in all matters pertaining to 
federal power, when the Queen 
acts, she must act on the 
advice of her federal ministers ; 
in all marters pertaining to 
provincial power . . . she must 
act oan the advice of her pro- 
vincial ministers. In marters 
affecting both, ske must act on 
the advice of both federal aod 
provincial ministers. It would 

unconstitutional to act 
except on the advice of res- 
ponsible ministers.” 

Mr Justice O’'Sullivan’s con- 
clusion was that all the pro- 
vices had to agree before a 
valid request could be made to 
the United Kingdom. 

The’ Kershaw committee did 
not go quite as far as that. It 
decided that there was no con- 


stirutional necessity for all the 
and 


provinces to agree, 
alighted instead on a formula 
(which the Canadians theme 


.selves intend using for amend- 


ments to their Constitution in 
future) which, it claimed, 
would reveal the “clearly 
expressed wishes of Canada as 
a whole ”. The request to West-

erAimentr would be entitled to 
send back the request as not 
having been properly formu- 
lated. 

The Kershaw conrmittee re- 
jects the middle option of Par- 
liamenr itself amending the 
Canadian request. The Canadian 
view is that, broadly, tke 
British Government has 
option, whether by convention 


or constitution (or a combina. . 


tion of the two) but to act as a 
rubber stamp. 

Here there is a fundamental 
dispute— part fact, part inter- 
pretation. The Federal gpvern- 
ment claims firmly that there 
are a number of precedents af 
Canada asking for amendments 
to the British North America 
Act of 1867 (the method ot 
changing Canada’s constitution) 
without the British government, 
ar Parliaraent, suggesting that 
they first had to be satisfied 
that the provinces had been 
consulted, or, even further, 
that they had agreed. 

“Iadeed, on a few rtotable 
occasions, such requests have 
heen made inı the face of pub- 
lic opposition by one or more 
provinces. Yet the Goveroment 
and Parliament of the United 
Kingdom have never concerned 
themselves about the existence 
or extent of provincial consulta- 
tion or consent”. 

This too was the view of the 
majority of the Manitoba Court 
of Appeal. Chief Justice Freed- 
man analysed the 21 amend. 
ments so far. requested, and 
obrained, from the United 
Kingdom. and concluded that 
there had been uo instance oF 
.a refusal by the United King. 
dom to enact a requested 
amendmenr because of provi: 
cial objections, and that there 
had been numerous instances 
of amendments agreed to by 
the ' United Kingdom where 
there had beer no agreement 
and often no prior conğultation 
with them. 

The two minority judges 
came to the opposite conclu- 
sion. It was a principle of con. 
stitutional law, Mr Justice 
O'Sulliran said. that the 
federal government “does not 
have the right to initiate or 
to obtain any constitutional

Foreign Affairs Committee on 
the role of Parliament on the 
issue (the Kershaw report). The 
government of Canada has now 
issued a sharp response to 
Kershaw, aud there is also, as 
the only judicial intervention 
to date, the opinion of tke 
Manitoba Court of Appêal, 
given last month. That court 
split 3-2, with the majority 
agreeing with the Federal 
government’s vitw that there is 
no consriruGional requirement

The basic constiturional issue 
is simple, though its sub-plots 
are extraordinarily complex.

Today’s atomic bombs are far more 
powerful than the two bombs that 
killed 200,000 people in Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. in a world where two 
out of three children suffer from 
malnutrition or starvation it iç ir 
tolerable that a million’ dollars a 
day are expended on the equipment 
of the world’s armies. 

the cruise missiles are ever 
deployed in this country they wilt 
be under the contro] of the United 
States of America. Ir is, therefore, 
pertinent t0 ask, “Who is being 
defended, and at whose expense ?”

real defence against nuclear wea- 
porns, and in the event of a nuclear 
war the devastation and Joss of life 
in this country would be so great 
as to make all talk of defence mean- 
ingless. Large areas would be made 
uninhabitable and many people who 
survived would nor  escepe the 
effects of radioactive fallout. 

Ir is estimated thar more than 
£6.500m will be expended on the 
purchase of Trident missiles from 
the United States, and the replece- 
ment of the submarines to carry 
them. Ir might be relevant to ask 
where rhe money will come from. 
The obvious answer is from cuts in 
the public ‘services, 

We said 20 years ago that the 
manufacture and the deplovment of 
atomic bombs containing plutonium, 
rhe deadliest and most toxic sub- 
stance known, was the greatest evil 
ever prepared on the face nf the 
earth. I that were the only reason, 
we would dissociate ourselyes from 
it, so far as we were able. But there 
are other reasons which are nearer 
to us because of the hazardous con- 
sequences for our people and the 
good earth. ' 

Once created, plutonium. the fuel 
of the arnmic homb, remains pois- 
onous up to 500.000 years. A medical 
source has revealed that less than 
one millionth of a gram of pluto- 
nium is a cancer dose. A pound of 


` plutonium could, if it were uni- 


formly distributed, induce cancer in 
every man, woman and chiJjd in the 
world. Tons of radioactive materials 
from’ nuclear explosions and other 
sources have already been thrown 
into the environment. The making 


. and deploying of nuclear weapoos— 


even the thought, of using them—is 
calamitouş. 

Nuclear weapons that will kill 
millions of peopie of this and futuré 
generations and make Jarge arenas 
trinhabitable are neither poliiical'y 
nor morally justifiable. Yet a new 
generation is being persuaded bv 
the military men and some politi- 
ciars that the atomic weapons can 
k2 juctifiably used against enemies 
of a different political faith. 

In the name of suffering humanity, 
we ask the British Government not 
to proceed with the deployment of 
cruise missiles on o"ır fair land, and 
we sugsest that the Government 
could pur the money for Trident 
missiles to a much more beneficial 
use. 

The onlv way to peace is through 
arms limitation and not arms exten- 
sion.

Productivity (as opposed to 
quality) is a concept not at home 
in a university of the former type, 
and this tis where the Heacmaster 
betrays his prkjudice. Instant lec- 
turers I haye never seen, but I 
have „seen instant jownals. They 
certalhly get filed but this high pro« 
ductivity does not indicate work of 
the quality of, say, Socrates or 
Wittgenstein, who, incidentally, 
would bath bave failed most current 
tests of productivity. 

What I fear is that .in “ the rea- 
filles" of the 1980s vocationally 
oriented courses im subjects such as 
bridge building, business studies, 
sound recording. hotel management 
and tourism will be encouraged, at 
the expense of good university de- 
partments in such “ ncn-productive ” 
disciolines as archaeclogy, theology, 
Russian studies, classics and oriental] 
languages, witiout chere being any 
genuine natirnal debare on the un- 


derlying philosophy.

The world population is ex- 
pected to double over the next 
5O0 years and, even with only 
modest economic growth and 
substantial conservation, the 
energy demand is likely to ex- 
pand to three or four times the 
level of roday. 

Dirtier and more expensive 
fossil resources and large 
quantities of synthetic fuels 
will have to be developed, as 
well ag both large-scale solar 
plants and nuclear breeder 
reactors. 

Small-scale solar and renew- 
able resources will play a grow- 
ing role, but will be able to 
satişfy only a small fraction of 
the total demand during the 
next balf-century. 

Professor Wolf Haefele, a 
German scientist who is deputy 
director of the institute, led the 
study. The institute at Laxen- 
burg, near Vienna is supported 
by scientific institutions Mm 17 
countries, including the Royal 
Society in London, the Academy 
of Sciences of the Soviet Union, 
and the United States National 
Academy of Sciences. 

"By ging a consistent model 
of worldwide energy supply and 
demand ” the study “ avoids the
